"Biomass plant is

1 WRITE further to the comments 
made by Coun Chris Elmore in The 
GEM on July 9 - but judging by the 
furore raised by FoE and other parties, 
I’m going to be in a minority in my 
views. 

There is not going to be a bonfire in the Barry

docks, with smoke billowing in all directions. This 
is going to be a professionally-built and maintained 
biomass plant, which will have to consistently 
meet demanding UK environmental standards. 

Emissions will be tightly-controlled and 
monitored, not just by the company, but by the 
Government. 

We all drive round Barry and see skips which 
are, in many cases, full of scrap timber. This 
currently goes to landfill at a cost (currently) of 
£82.60 per ton, which the skip owner will be 
charged when this fuel is buried in the ground on a 
landfill site. 

Many houses in Barry have grates or wood- 
burning stoves that use timber from all sorts of 
sources to heat their houses. 

These fires generate vastly more uncontrolled 
emissions than would be generated by the power 
station. Are we going to stop people using their 
grates or wood-burning stoves as well? 

If one goes to the amenity site on the docks, one 
sees large skips which are filled with scrap timber 
deposited by Barry householders, presumably the 
operators of the site will be very happy to have the 
new power station have all their scrap timber, 
rather than sending it to landfill. 

A chimney of 43 metres height is just about the 
height of the old Rank Ho vis building and the 
main power station would be substantially lower 
than that building. 

We really can’t keep on finding holes in the 
ground into which we can dump our unwanted 
refuse. We need to be a bit brighter about how we 
deal with the waste we all generate. 

How many of the objectors have four, five or 
more black bin bags outside their house on ‘black 
binbag’ day? 

How much of this could be easily recycled, thus 
saving the rest of us a fortune in council tax? 

The biomass scheme is an effective way of 
disposing of a readily obtainable waste product in 
a tightly-controlled manner. Can anyone suggest a 
better way of dealing with this material? 

If so, let’s have your suggestions

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‘Let the planning 
inspector decide’ 


S ustainable 

transport is 
supposed to be 
at the heart of the 
Vale’s LDP, but the 
evidence in St 
Nicholas suggests 
that this is not the 
case. 

There are currently 
three developers asking 
for planning permission 
at St Nicholas: Redraw 
Homes is seeking 
permission to build 79 
plus dwellings and 
Waterstone Homes 20 
dwellings to the east of 
the village, on land 
designated in the LDP. 

Trehill Homes want to 
build 62 dwellings, on a 
site rejected in the 
Deposit LDP, to the 
south and west of the 
village. 

All the sites are of 
equally high quality for 
food production, form 
part of Special 
Landscape Areas, and 
are outside of the 
acceptable distances to 
key services and 
amenities. 

Both sites to the east 
of the village are more 
than 250 metres from the 
nearest bus stop - the 
distance at which bus 
use steeply declines; 70 
per cent of the proposed 


Redraw dwellings are 
more than the acceptable 
distance of 400 metres 
from a bus stop. 

The Trehill Homes’ 
site enables 30 per cent 
of dwellings to be within 
the ideal 250 metres of 
the bus stop and 100 per 
cent to be within 370 
metres. 

There are suggestions 
from councillors that the 
council did not read the 
responses to the 
consultation (including 
those from the Welsh 
Government) - and it 
seems that they didn’t 
include planning policies 
in their site selection. 

It’s clear that the site 
to the east of St Nicholas 
should not have been 
included in the Deposit 
LDP, as it clearly 
currently conflicts with 
Planning Policy Wales. 

If Redraw are granted 
permission, how does 
the council then refuse 
Trehill Homes with their 
superior site? 

The LDP is flawed 
and no planning 
permission should be 
granted by the planning 
committee for more 
development in the Vale 
until the independent 
planning inspector can 
wade through this mess.

The High Street and Broad 
Street areas to be upgraded 
as ‘district shopping centre’ 


PLANS have been announced to 
upgrade roads around the High 
Street and Broad Street shopping 
centre in Barry to make visiting 
local shops easier. 

The Vale Council is due to release full 
details of the improvements this week 
ahead of the start of a four-week 
consultation on plans designed to support 
the promotion of the area as a district 
shopping centre. 


The proposals will include improved car 
parking facilities, new and improved 
pedestrian crossing facilities, ‘gateway’ 
spaces to mark the entrance to the shopping 
area, bus stop improvements, and improved 
facilities for cyclists. 

The consultation period will run from 
July 22 to August 28. During the 
consultation period residents will be able to 
view the feasibility plans online; at the Vale 
of Glamorgan Council’s Dock Office; or at 
one of a series of drop-in-sessions to be 


held in the area, where they will also be 
able to discuss details of the proposals with 
council officers.

network of footpaths that 
change the way that 
people currently 

experience the eastern 
promenade, the beach 
and Nell’s Point.

The scheme 
runs in 17 primary schools across 
the Vale, as well as in the 
community. 

The first run of the books has 
been printed and copies will soon 
be available for purchase through 
a new social enterprise scheme.

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Experts discover 
rare moth at the 
Cadoxton Ponds 



NATURE 
conservationists 
have discovered a 
rare moth species at 
Dow Coming’s 
Cadoxton Ponds 
nature reserve in 
Barry. 

The Wildlife Trust for 
South and West Wales 
(WTSWW), which helps 
maintain the biodiversity 
of Dow Coming’s 30- 
acre nature reserve, 
recorded the species 
whilst carrying a regular 
monitoring activity. 

It was the first time the 
moth species, called 
Anemia perlucidalis , has 
been spotted in 
Glamorgan county and 
only the third time it has 
been seen in Wales. The 
species was first 
recorded in the UK in 
1957. 

The recently spotted 
Anania perlucidalis can 
be found in Europe 
between June and 


August. It has a 
wingspan of approx 
20mm and preferably 
inhabits wetlands such as 
marshes and reedbeds, 
which are relatively 
scarce in this area. 

“Over 50 moth species 
were recorded during this 
latest overnight moth 
trapping exercise, 

including this very 
notable one,” a 


spokeswoman reported. 

Cadoxton Ponds is a 
30-acre nature reserve 
created by Dow Coming 
on land adjacent to the 
manufacturing site. The 
reserve is also home to an 
education centre, which 
can be used by schools 
and local groups for 
environmental studies, 
field trips and science 
projects. 


Sully U3A learns about 
the Coastguard watch 


THE speaker at 
Sully U3A’s July 
meeting was Terry 
Ewington, station 
manager at Nell’s 
Point Coastwatch 
station, one of 50 
stations around the 
coast, from Land’s 
End to the north 
east. 


Six stations are 
operational in Wales, 
with more in the 
pipeline. 

The National 
Coastwatch Institution is 
a voluntary organisation 
set up in 1994 to restore 
a visual watch along UK 
shores, following the 
closure of a number of 
small Coastguard 
stations. 


When two Cornish 
fishermen lost their lives 
off the Cornish coast 
near a recently closed 
lookout, local people 
decided to restore the 
visual watch and the first 
station opened on the 
Lizard. 

All the stations are 
manned by a team of 
fully-trained volunteers, 
who keep a daylight 
watch up to 365 days a 
year. 

The watchkeepers 
keep a careful log of all 
activities and local 
weather conditions. 
Visual watchkeeping 
means someone is on the 
scene, watching and 
listening. 

Watchkeepers are a 
vital link with the 
emergency services and 
provide an emergency 
contact point on land for 
both sea and shore users. 

Technology has vastly 
improved safety at sea 
but it is watchful eyes 
that spot a distress flare, 
an overturned boat or 
walkers and climbers in 
difficulty. 

The NCI Nell’s Point 
receives no funding from 
central or local 
government and relies 
upon fundraising to 
cover the cost of 
maintenance of buildings 
and equipment. 

Chairman Jean 
Bispham thanked Terry 
for an interesting talk.

Mysterious 
world under 
surface of sea 


ON July 7, John 
Betties made a 
return visit to the 
club, this time to 
recount his 
memories of ‘Scuba 
diving in the 
Cayman Islands 
and elsewhere.’ 

John first became 
interested in scuba 
diving while involved 
with youth groups in 
London in 1973, 

and was encouraged to 
try it as an alternative to 
swimming. 

Early dives in lakes 
made him realise that 
fish and other aquatic 
creatures looked 
completely different 
when viewed from 
below. It was some years 
before he became 
interested in taking it to 
a more serious level. 

He and his wife Liz 
had for many years 
enjoyed snorkelling in 
the Mediterranean where 
they had a caravan, but 
one day Liz suggested 
that they went for a 
winter holiday in the 
Red Sea in Egypt where, 
in the warm water, they 
should try scuba-diving. 

Before they would be 
allowed to dive, they 
were required to undergo 
proper professional 
training and to gain 
certificates of 
competence. These they 
achieved in the scuba 
club in Cardiff. John 
explained in some detail 
the effect on the human 
body of diving where the 
increased pressure of the 
weight of water 
compresses the lungs 
and the subsequent 
danger for inexperienced 
divers of breathing 
problems, which can, 
and have, resulted in 
death. Scuba divers 
commonly dive down to 
40m, about 120 feet. 

John then showed 
members a film of his 
and Liz’s dives in the 


Red Sea, the Cayman 
Islands, Lrance and the 
Bahamas with 
photographs of the sea 
life they found. 

Colourful fish, mostly 
harmless but some like 
the spined Lion fish 
extremely dangerous. 

Crabs, cuttle fish, 
octopus and all kinds of 
creatures featured in the 
film which, to the 
members, looked to be 
of professional standard. 
John had added a 
musical track. 

One clip showed a 
grouper fish which 
appeared to have formed 
a romantic fantasy for 
Liz, responding to be 
stroked by edging ever 
closer. 

Members were also 
given instructions on 
how to deal with an 
aggressive shark! 

The film also dealt 
with dives onto sunken 
ships. 

The British transport 
ship Thistlegorm, was 
sunk by enemy action 
while taking tanks and 
ammunition to overseas 
troops and the film 
showed the sea bed 
littered with unexploded 
shells and equipment. 

Nine seamen lost their 
lives in the action. 
Another ship featured 
was the USS Kittywake 
which had been 
deliberately sunk to 
make an artificial reef. 

The Kittywake is 
better known as the ship 
that picked up the 
astronauts from their 
space capsule Apollo 11 
after their moon landing 
in 1969. 

John’s film finished as 
the couple followed a 
guide through an under¬ 
sea cave with dramatic 
shots of sun-light 
breaking through gaps in 
the rocks.

RECENTLY, Air Cadets from 
372 (Barry) Squadron, 
travelled to the Royal Naval 
Air Station at Yeovilton - to 
visit the amazing Fleet Air Arm 
Museum. 

The museum contains Europe’s 
largest collection of naval aviation 
aircraft and represents the flying arm 
of the Royal Navy. The exhibitions 
spanned four large halls, which 
included aircraft from early bi-planes 
through to the more formidable 
modern era.

The cadets also took 
the opportunity to look around the first 
British-built Concorde and the Lairey 
Delta 2, which was the first aircraft to 
fly at more than l,000mph. 

The cadets also visited about the 
1982 Lalklands exhibition which 
included actual aircraft that operated 
during the campaign including the Sea 
Harrier, Sea King, Wessex and Augusta 
helicopters. 

The highlight of the visit included 
the aircraft carrier ‘experience’. The 
cadets took a 45-minute tour of the 
ship’s ‘island’ and the bridge to see the

whilst also experiencing a simulated 
launch of a Phantom jet fighter. 

The Lleet Air Arm Museum also 
held the South West model aircraft 
show, with many impressive flying 
model aircraft displays taking place.

Revelling in warm sunshine 

from Rhoose to Trem Echni 


RHOOSE railway station, 
along with many other smaller 
stations, was closed back in 
1964 and re-opened on June 
12,2005 to carry the Vale line 
and was the back drop and 
meeting place for a recent 
summer evening walk by 
Penarth & District Ramblers 

Six walkers joined Joy in 
glorious warm sunshine with a 
pleasant breeze, which was much 
appreciated as they set off 
westwards beside the railway 
line, where the tall grasses in the 
meadows were stained pink by 
drifts of flowering willowherb. 

Upon reaching the outskirts of 
the caravan park at Fontygary, 
where a touring caravan site is 
being constructed on the green, 
there were fantastic views across 
the Bristol Channel towards 
Watchet, Blue Anchor Bay, 
Minehead, Dunkery Beacon, 
which is the highest point on 
Exmoor and along the coastline 
towards Lynton. 

Turning eastwards, the 
undulating Wales Coast Path 
which passes along the cliff 
between hedgerows afforded 
them views across the disused 
Rhoose quarries, as the area was 


heavily used for limestone 
quarrying. In 1912, the 
Aberthaw and Bristol Channel 
Portland Cement Company was 
established at Aberthaw and in 
1919, this company took over the 
works at Rhoose Point, before 
both sites were bought by Blue 
Circle in 1983. 

The Rhoose site permanently 
closed in 1987 and the land has 
since been reclaimed for housing 
and leisure purposes and is now a 
haven for wildlife. 

The cliffs are composed of 
Liassic limestone and shale which 
is prone to collapsing and 
arriving at Rhoose Point, the 
southernmost tip of mainland 
Wales is marked by a huge stone 
from the northernmost tip of 
Wales and surrounded by a stone 
circle. 

Continuing along the cliff, 
where the banks were smothered 
with pyramidal orchids, and 
descending steps into a small 
meadow, which is the only 
remnant of fields that were 
known as Happy Valley, before 
crossing Bryn y Gloyn, a pathway 
which circumnavigates an old 
quarry that now contains houses 
led them uphill to Trem Echni. 


Turning south, the views 
stretched up the channel towards 
Weston-Super-Mare and Flat and 
Steep Holm and crossing an old 
quarry and climbing back up to a 
meadow adorned with great 
clumps of trefoil, valerian and 
vetch, the group returned to their 
start as the sun continued to 
stream down.

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THE LDP PROCESS WAS ‘AN ILLUSION OF 
CONSULTATION’ CLAIMS UKIP COUNCILLOR 

‘We worked within 
official framework’ 
insists Vale Council 


A councillor has 
claimed that the 
Vale Council should 
have examined 
‘alternative site 
suggestions’ put to it 
by residents during 
the local 

development plan 
consultation. 

UKIP’s Kevin 

Mahoney said it had not 
happened, rendering the 
process “ a sham”. 

However, the Vale 
Council insisted that 
throughout the process it 
had worked within the 
framework set out by the 


Welsh Government - and 
the fact that ‘focused 
changes’ had been made 
to the deposit plan 
proved representations 
had been taken on board. 

Coun Mahoney said 
the Vale LDP team had 
failed to provide him 
with “a detailed analysis 
of why my own and 
others’ alternative site 
suggestions had been 
dismissed”. 

He said: “Despite my 
repeated attempts to 
obtain written reasons for 
the turning down of a 
number of alternative site 
representations by the 
public, submitted during

the second highly 
publicised step of what 
now turns out to be a 
sham of a public 
consultation, I was 
repeatedly fobbed off 
with various links which 
revealed nothing in 
regards to my 
unambiguous requests 
for information. 

“Refusing to be 
fobbed off by the Vale’s 
planning department, I 
persevered and 

eventually was informed 
by a member of the LDP 
team that virtually none 
of the - in many cases - 
incredibly 
comprehensive and 
detailed submissions 
made by the public 
during the alternative site 
suggestion consultation 
phase had been even 
looked at other than to be 
logged and catalogued as 
received.” 

Coun Mahoney said 
the Vale Council had 
created an “illusion of 
public consultation” 
preceding the vote on the 
LDP. 

He said he was 
amazed that other 
members of the council 
had failed to pursue the 
matter. 

Coun Mahoney said 
that he attended a 
meeting on July 9 with 
Vale Council officials at 
which it was confirmed 
that virtually no

to be analysed for its 
merits as an alternative 
site and a detailed 
acceptance or rebuttal be 
available for public 
examination.” 

‘FOCUSED 

CHANGES’ 

Coun Lis Burnett, the 
cabinet member for 
regeneration, emphasised 
that in putting the local 
development plan 
together, the council had 
had to work within a 
framework set out by the 
Welsh Government. 

She said: “The 

consultation on the 
deposit plan was no 
exception and was 
undertaken in accordance 
with the requirements of 
the Town and Country 
Planning (Local 

Development Plan) 
(Wales) Regulations 
2005 and relevant 
guidance. 

“When considering 
the need for changes to 
the plan, we always had 
to be mindful of Welsh 
Government's guidance 
that changes should be 
avoided and indeed only 
be made if they were 
necessary to ensure the 
plan was sound. 

“This does not, 
however, mean that 
representations were not 
given due consideration. 
Over 11,000 responses 
were received to the two-

Local Development 
Plan costs local 
taxpayers £700,000 


COUNCIL tax payers have 
forked out almost £700,000 for 
the preparation of the Local 
Development Plans in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

Now there is a call for the process 
to be reformed given the 
dissatisfaction expressed by residents 
about the way the system works. 

The suggestion has come from Plaid 
Cymru councillor Chris Franks. 

He said: “As far as many are 
concerned much of this money has 
been wasted. The huge consultation 
exercise which generated over 3,000 
comments appeared to be almost 
totally ignored. Any changes were 
marginal. 

“Now we have forced the Vale 
Cabinet to disclose that £711,000 has 
been spent and the process continues 
with the so called independent 


inspector holding a review. This will 
add to the council’s costs. Also the 
Welsh Government will be incurring 
costs. 

“The current system does not 
properly serve the community. The 
rules are designed to produce a certain 
result before the public can even start 
to have an effective role in the process. 

“The LDP does not take into 
account transport issues and totally 
ignores rail services. Many objections 
to new housing are based on people’s 
real concerns about the increase in 
traffic congestion and pollution.” 

Coun Franks added: “Plaid has 
proved that using the Government’s 
own statistics we need far fewer 
houses than the 10,500 proposed.”

‘Budget will bring new

T HE first 

Conservative 
budget for 19 years 
was delivered by the 
Chancellor with a clear 
aim - to back working 
people and deliver 
significant reform to the 
welfare system.

A World War Two 
anti-aircraft battery 
at Lavernock Point,

The anti-aircraft 
battery is one of a 
number of ancient 
monuments and war 
memorials across Wales 
to benefit from a total of

ancient monuments are 
on privately-owned land. 
These grants provide 
support for landowners 
and occupiers to carry 
out repair and 
conservation work, 
without which important 
parts of our heritage 
could be lost. 

Announcing the 
funds, Deputy Minister 
for Culture, Sport and 
Tourism, Ken Skates 


AM, said: “All over 
Wales, our landscape is 
scattered with ancient 
monuments which shape 
our communities and tell 
the story of our past. 

“Without the right 
protection and 
management,these 
precious monuments 
could be lost forever. 

“I recently introduced 
the Historic 
Environment (Wales) 
Bill, which will legislate 
to better care and protect 
our important historic 
buildings and 
monuments. 

“I am pleased that 
through these grants we 
are already supporting 
conservation projects 
across Wales, which will 
lead the way in 
protecting our past for 
the Wales of tomorrow.” 

The battery held two 
pairs of gun 
emplacements, together 
with a command post, 
magazine and 
searchlight. It was 


protected by earth banks 
and concrete defences. 

“Sadly, in recent 
times, the battery has 
been suffering damage 
from vandalism. 

“The funding will 
enable the installation of 
security grills to make 


the site secure and 
prevent further anti¬ 
social behaviour from 
damaging this important 
reminder of the Second 
World War,” a Welsh 
Government 
spokesperson said.

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‘Fair funding for Wales!’ 
CALL BY OGMORE MP 

Concern over £1.5 billion cut in UK grant 


HUW IRRANCA-DAVIES, MP 
for Ogmore, met council leaders 
and union representatives at an 
emergency Budget Day lobby of 
Parliament, to urge the UK 
government to give fair funding 
for Wales. 

He said that council leaders and unions 
warned that jobs and essential public 
services are under increasing pressure 
across Wales, thanks to the UK 
Government’s squeeze on spending. 

The reduction in block grant funding 
from West mi nster since 2010 means that 
the Welsh Government’s budget is now 
£1.5bn less in real terms. This reduction has 
meant cuts to local authorities across 
Wales, forcing them to slash spending to 
the tune of £720m since 2010. 


The Chancellor’s emergency Budget 
revealed additional cuts for the Welsh block 
grant, and council leaders and unions state 
that greater austerity will cause a 
systematic dismantling of the services that 
maintain the very fabric of communities 
across Wales. 

Huw Irranca-Davies said: “As public 
sector workers from Bridgend and across 
Wales brought their demands for a fair deal 
for Wales to Parliament, the Chancellor 
announced further cuts to the Welsh budget. 

“Add to this the additional strain caused 
by tightening the screw on less wealthy 
families, who will be up to £260 worse off 
according to the Institute for Fiscal Studies, 
and it is clear that Wales has taken a direct 
hit once again from this Conservative 
Government.” 

The delegation to London on emergency 


Budget day was organised by the Welsh 
Local Government Association (WLGA), 
and the three unions with members in local 
councils - the GMB, UNISON and Unite. 

Unison Wales Head of Local 
Government Dominic MacAskill said: 
“Successive cuts to local government 
spending in Wales are having a dramatic 
impact on an essential range of services that 
play a vital role for the health and well¬ 
being of the people we serve. 

“Cuts to council budgets mean less 
money for services to support vulnerable 
people, which is a false economy. For 
example with councils less able to help 
people who need care in their own homes, 
individuals are having to turn to the health 
service for help - leading to increased 
pressure on already overwhelmed NHS 
services.”

' THE LONDON GOVERNMENT 
SHOULD SHOW THAT IT CARES 


'Squeezed young have 
never had it so bad’ 


T HERE was a time in 
Britain when the 
Government in 
London took the view that it 
had a duty to help young 
people; if you were part of 
the generations that grew up 
between the early 1950s and 
mid 1980s (including myself) 
you benefited from that. 

Houses were being built and 
mortgages relatively easy to get. 
In the 1970s especially, if your 
income kept pace with inflation 
then your mortgage payments 
plummeted every year as a 
percentage of your income. If 
you couldn’t buy a house, there 
was plenty of council stock 
around to rent. 

There were jobs and 
apprenticeships: there were 
good work pensions available 
and you could retire with a 
pension based on your final 
salary or wage, not on what 
your average income was over 
the course of your employment. 

You could also retire in your 
50s. If you couldn't get a job 
you were helped. If you went to 
university you could get a good

grant, and you didn’t pay fees. 

You could claim housing 
benefit and you got benefits out 
of term. I was fortunate to catch 
the tail end of that. 

Now the situation has 
changed. We know that young 
people have done the worst 
since 2010, while those over 60 
have done the best. 

If you’re under 25 and in 
work you won’t get the living 
wage. You won’t get housing 


benefit if you’re under 21. If 
you have a job then you won’t 
have a generous pension or 
even a pension at all. You'll 
work until you’re 70. You’ll 
find it difficult to find 
somewhere to rent and you’ll 
find it very difficult to get a 
mortgage. 

If you go to university, you’ll 
have to pay some of your fees, 
and in England you’ll pay three 
times as much as those living in 
Wales. You’ll have a substantial 
debt when you leave. You’ll 
find there are many more 
people with degrees and the 
competition for jobs more 
severe. 

Times are tough for the 
young and you would think that 
they would get a helping hand 
from London. 

Instead, they are being 
squeezed. The UK Government 
knows that younger people tend 
not to vote and so they think 
they can target them with no 
comeback. 

It’s time for young people to 
vote, and to make their voices 
heard - and time for a UK 
Government that cares about 
their prospects.

REGIONAL Lib-Dem AM 
Eluned Parrott attended the 
recent launch of a new report 
by Alzheimer’s Society, The 
hidden cost of dementia in 
Wales to show her 
commitment to improving 
care and support for people 
living with dementia and 
their carers. 

She joined Sue Phelps, director of 
Alzheimer’s Society in Wales at the 
National Assembly for Wales to 
mark the report’s release, which is 
the first of its kind to provide a 
financial breakdown of the cost of 
dementia to society in Wales.

“The hidden cost of dementia in 
Wales report reveals that in 2013 the 
total cost was £1.4 billion, an 
average cost of £31,300 per person 
per year. 

“The report found that people 


with dementia, carers and their 
families currently shoulder around 
two-thirds of the cost themselves. 
This amounts to £298 million for 
private care social care, and 
equivalent to £622 million in 
providing unpaid care to people with 
dementia.” 

Sue Phelps, director of 
Al z heimer’s Society in Wales said: 
‘There are 45,000 people living with 
dementia in Wales and dementia is a 
challenge that cannot be overlooked. 
Costs of dementia will continue to 
rise unless we have a system that 
better supports both people with 
dementia and their carers. 

“We need continued commitment 
and investment to ensure that we 
deliver the improvements in care and 
research that people with dementia 
and their loved ones deserve.”

P OP stars and

In the 1980s, 
however, Wilson, with 
the aid of his wife and a 
psychotherapist, made a 
return to the public eye. 
But behind the scenes, 
things weren’t as they 
seemed. 

A story with a 
cinematic bent no 
doubt, and one that has 
now been brought to life 
by director Bill Pohlad 
in Love & Mercy, Paul 
Dano plays Wilson in 
his 1960s prime and 
John Cusack plays him 
in the 1980s. 

Most music biopics 
tend to follow the same 
formula - quick telling 
of the subject’s 
childhood (with 

possible tragedy 

included), the tough 
teenage years as they 
battle their way to the 
top, become 

disillusioned by 

success, symbolised by 
addiction or throwing 
away their talent, before 
ending on a high note as 
they conquer their 
demons and realise how 
blessed they are. 

Love & Mercy 
circumvents much of 


this, even if some of the 
subject matter is present 
and correct, telling two 
fully-formed stories of 
Brian Wilson in his 
1960s pomp and then 
his life in the 1980s, as 
he recovers from 
breakdown after health 
scare after breakdown. 

As the story ricochets 
between these two time 
periods, with the rise 
and fall of each story 
strand foreshadowing 
the other, it certainly 
makes for an intriguing 
and interesting film, and 
one that is, by and large, 
very good indeed. 

Given that the film is 
produced by Wilson, it 
cuts close to the bone 
and, thankfully, falls 
short of the sort of 
behaviour most of these 
films adopt when 
turning the subject 
matter into saintly 
figures. 

Instead, the film 
shows Wilson at both 
his highest highs 
(revolutionising pop 
music with the likes of 
Pet Sounds ) and his 
lowest lows (the mental 
stress placed on him by 


pushing sonic 

boundaries), with the 
clever narrative 

structure working 
incredibly well. 

Under the direction 
of Michael Pohlad, the 
film slips gears quite 
effortlessly between the 
two timeframes, with 
Pohlad capturing the 
freewheeling 1960s, and 
Wilson’s adoption of the 
times, and the 
oppression he was under 
in the 1980s, 
exceptionally well. 

It doesn’t quite dig 
under the surface as 
deeply as it could 
(Wilson, in the 1980s, 
didn’t see his family for 
several years under the 
instruction of his 
psychotherapist Eugene 
Landy, a major plot 
point here but one that 
does feel slightly 
undercooked), but for 
anyone versed in the life 
of Wilson you won’t 
need too much 
exposition. 

Pohlad draws 

incredible turns from his 
cast; Paul Dano, as 
1960s Brian, is always 
watchable, but here he is 


exceptional, bringing 
Wilson to life and 
capturing both his 
incredible capacity for 
invention and the 
fragility of a mind 
beaten down by his 
father. 

Elizabeth Banks, 
another underrated 
actress, shines as the 
woman who meets 
1980s Brian and falls 
for him, only to see their 
relationship stymied by 
the intervention of 
Landy (played here with 
steely zeal by Paul 
Giamatti). 

Her love for Brian, is 
powerfully projected by 
the actress as she aims 
to free him from the 
chains of the man who 
claims he is doing him 
good. 

The only slightly 
bum note comes from 
John Cusack - unlike 
Dano (who really pulls 
off looking like Wilson), 
there is very little 
resemblance, but the 
kooky performance 
from Cusack, while 
both good and in 
keeping with Wilson’s 
issues, feels a little too

like John Cusack to 
convince. 

There is no doubt the 
actor is trying his best, 
but the familiarity of the 
performance only 
makes you see John 
Cusack and not Brian 
Wilson. 

This small blemish 
aside, Love & Mercy is a 
film that is a satisfying 
and interesting look at 
one of music’s true 
geniuses. The execution 
is intriguing and falls 
short of the pitfalls 
many biopics fall into;

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Good management 
is the key to 
stopping swarms 


THIS month is not 
seeing any 

reduction in the 
swarming activity of 
the bees - calls are 
still coming in. 

Colonies are 

expanding rapidly and it 
is sometimes a failure by 
the beekeeper to keep 
pace with the bees which 
leads to the swarming 
issue. 

There is, of course, the 
built in desire by the bees 
to pursue the survival of 
their species and 
swarming is the way they 
achieve this goal. 

When discussing 
swarming we are, of 
course, talking about 
honeybees. Species of 
bumblebees and, of 
course wasps, do not 
swarm! 

They have a different 
lifestyle altogether. With 
the onset of winter their 
colonies die out, only 
individuals that have 
been selected as Queens 
survive and they go into 
hibernation as an 
individual with only the 
stores contained within 
their bodies to keep them 
alive until the following 
spring. 

The honeybee, 

however, has been busy 
collecting and storing 
pollen and nectar 
because their colony, 
albeit reduced in

numbers, can still be 
active providing that 
weather conditions are 
not too harsh. 
Theoretically, there will 
not be plants capable of 
producing nectar or 
pollen in the winter, 
hence the need to provide 
in-house supplies. 

Is there an ideal 
location for setting up of 
a colony of honeybees? 
Well yes there is. When 
left to their own devices 
the bees choose a site that 
is secure, dry, and will 
provide good access. As 
beekeepers, we should 
follow a similar route. 

Keeping bees in your 
garden might well meet 
these desired criteria but 
in a suburban setting you 
will have close 
neighbours who might 
not share your love of 
bees. 

Also, you will be 
wearing your protective 
clothing when inspecting 
the colony, your 
neighbour will not. 

At present I am 
controlling several 
apiaries and they have 
many good aspects about 
them, in particular each 


of their locations. 

They are not where 
people pass with any 
regularity, nor do animals 
or children come to that. 
This is important because 
you will have to look to 
the welfare of your bees 
and there are occasions 
when you are doing this 
that the bees do not 
appreciate this fact. 

Good access is 
common to all of them. 
The one thing they don’t 
all have is onsite storage 
and this is a point well 
worth pursuing, because 
having equipment to 
hand makes life in the 
apiary that much easier. 

Will all the apiaries 
get onsite storage? Yes, 
eventually, but the apiary 
at the power station is the 
only one as of yet. 

Fonmon apiary is a 
well and long-established 
apiary and I have storage 
there that is very near and 
is more than adequate. 
Eventually, the other 
apiaries will be provided 
with good local storage 
which, as I say, will make 
apiary management so 
much easier. 

Is there any honey 
crop on the horizon? Well 
remember the weather is 
the dominant factor here 
and at present things are 
going well enough. 
Watch this space!

the Brill Building, a 
haven for songwriters 
who thought nothing of 
writing several hits a 
day for popular artists. 

Working with lyricist 
Hal David, the pair soon 
hit a groove that 
resulted in countless 
smash hits, an enviable 
body of work, and a 
place in the pantheon of 
the all-time greats. 

Coupled with his 
work on motion 
pictures, writing and 
scoring for the likes of 
Butch Cassidy & The 
Sundance Kid and the 
Arthur films starring 
Dudley Moore, the term 
legend, so overused in 
these times, is most 
definitely applicable to 
him. 

Taking to the stage of 
the Wales Millennium 
Centre on July 5, the 
packed crowd (having 
been nicely warmed up 
by Georgia Train’s 
melodic and stripped 
back piano/vocals 
combination) afforded 
Bacharach a rapturous 
applause that set the 
tone for the evening. 

Backed by a huge 
band, comprising a 
string and horn section, 
and fronted by singers 
Josie James, John 
Pagano and Donna 
Taylor, Bacharach led 
them through a two- 
hour show that was 
jam-packed with hits, 
and selections from a 


career littered with 
success. 

Giving each vocalist 
the opportunity to shine 
individually, the song 
choices were 
exceptional, with 
Taylor’s take on Etta 
James’ ‘Waiting For 
Charlie To Come 
Home’ the standout, 
though neither Pagano 
nor James were 
shortchanged. 

In between songs, 
Bacharach would talk 
about the music he’s 
written, why certain 
pieces he held in higher 
regard than others 
(‘Three Wheels On My 
Wagon’ is not his most 
beloved composition!) 
and about working with 
artists such as Tom 
Jones and Manfred 
Mann. 

The selections from 
his film soundtracks 
were also a delight, with 
the likes of ‘The Look 
of Love’, ‘Arthur’s 
Theme’ getting an 
airing, while the love 
theme from Butch 
Cassidy & The 
Sundance Kid was 
affirmation, if any were 
needed, of his 
compositional skills, 


played simply but 
effectively. 

Debuting a new song, 
‘Hush’, from a musical 
called Some Lovers, 
which had just 
premiered in America, 
showed that the 83- 
year-old shows no signs 
of stifling his creative 
urge just yet. 

As the appreciative 
audience, fully aware of 
the genius on the stage 
in front of them, rose 
for a standing ovation 
that took some time to 
abate, the band finished 
off the show with 
‘Raindrops Keep 
Falling On My Head’. 

To witness such fine 
songs, played, in part, 
by one of the men 
behind them, was a 
truly magical 
experience, and as the 
crowd filed out, having 
given Bacharach one 
more standing ovation, 
the murmurs of 
appreciation were more 
than apparent. 

It’s fair to say, Mr 
Bacharach, that it’s not 
just this guy - Cardiff is 
in love with you!

‘ASTOUNDINGLY GOOD 
BUDGET FOR WALES’ 

— Tory leader claims 


L AST week’s budget 
was the first full 
Conservative budget 
since 1996 and - make no 
mistake - it is an 
astoundingly good budget 
that supports communities 
across the Vale of 
Glamorgan, puts more 
money in people’s pockets, 
prioritises the NHS and 
makes work pay.

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Archbishop joins in 
the celebrations at 
900-year-old church 


THE Archbishop of Wales celebrated 
the 900th anniversary of one of Wales’ 
oldest churches this week - and was 
played in by musical instruments dating 
back to the time it was built. 

Instrumentalists from the Contraband group 
struck up their shawms and dulcimer - instruments 
from the Medieval era - and accompanied singers 
from the St Donat’s Chamber choir as they sang 
sacred music from the 16th Century, a spokeswoman 
reports. 

The festival service on Sunday was one of many 
events taking place throughout this year to mark the 
900th anniversary of Ewenny Priory Church, which 
is the most complete Norman church in south Wales 
and is still a thriving centre of Christian worship. 

The church was built by William de Londres for a 
group of Benedictine monks. Today, the building is 
in two parts - the nave, which is used for worship, 
and the monastic end (the Presbytery) which has 
been restored by Cadw. Sunday was chosen as it was 
closest to the Festival Day of St Benedict (July 11). 

About 150 people packed into the church for the 
service and joined in the ‘Wayfarer’s Lunch’ in the 
Presbytery afterwards. All around were beautiful 
displays of floral arrangements created by various 
church groups for a flower festival held over the

weekend. In his address, the Archbishop, Dr Barry 
Morgan, said Ewenny Priory had served as a symbol 
of the Christian faith for generations. 

He said: “This church stands as a reminder that 
there is a God in whom we believe and that forming 
a relationship with Him is essential if we are to live 
life in all its fullness. It stands as a reminder as well 
to the whole community that the values of the 
Gospel are crucial in a world that so often disregards 
them. 

“It stands as a symbol of the Christian faith and all 
that Christians believe in.” 

However, he added, more important than the 
building were the people it nurtured - the “living 
stones”: this building on its own cannot convince 
people that there is a God and that love, compassion 
and grace are at the heart of Jesus’s revelation of the 
nature of God. 

The Archdeacon of Margam, Philip Morris, who 
is also Priest-in Charge at Ewenny, organised the 
service. Following the lunch, he cut the anniversary 
cake made by parishioner Mrs Mary Evans. 

There was also a chance to look at an exhibition 
of artwork by children from local schools, following 
their visits to the Priory Church as part of a school 
project.

A fireman’s tale from the 
nostalgic days of steam... 


DESIGNED in 1923 by 
engineer Charles Collet 
who had followed the 
principles of his 
predecessor, George 
Jackson Churchward, the 
Castle Class locomotives, 
of which 171 were 
constructed, were an 
instant success. 

They became the mainstay 
express engine of the Great 
Western until the end of steam 
work in 1965. 

When competing against the 
larger A1 Flying Scotsman 
pacifics/specifics??? of the 
LNER and locomotives of the 
LMS in the 1925 exchange 
trials, the Castle Class proved 
themselves superior in both 
cases. 

In 1961, Canton driver Eddy 
Gerrish and myself boarded 
engine 4076 Carmarthen 
Castle, to work an excursion 
which had arrived from 
Swansea on to Weston-super- 
Mare. 

With 10 coaches on, the load 
was well within the maximum 
loading of 13-14 coaches at 500 
tons. With the signals set at 
clear and a wave from the 
guard’s green flag, we were on 
our way. 

The speed settled to 65mph, 
well inside the 1 OOmph these

engines were capable of, as the 
four cylinders supplied power to 
the efforts by turning 6ft 8 V 2 
driving wheels. 

Firing into the 10-feet long 
firebox at regular intervals kept 
the steam pressure at 225psi, 
these engines burnt a ton of coal 
every 50-60 miles. 

Water consumption was 
about 40 gallons per mile and 
was drawn via the two injectors 
from the 4,000 gallon tender 


water tank filled at Cardiff into 
the boiler, the level of which I 
maintained at a half to three- 
quarters full. 

Arriving at Weston-super- 
Mare, the passengers alighted 
for their five-hour stay. We, 
meanwhile, turned the engine 
on the turntable ready for the 
return journey. 

Prior to leaving, I assisted 
Eddy in oiling the 200 or so 
lubricating points on the engine. 
He, in turn, helped me shovel 
several tons of coal from the 
back of the tender to the firing 
point at the front. 

Using about a half a ton of 
coal, I made the fire up for the 
return trip, which went very 
well. 

Arriving in Cardiff, we were 
relieved by the Llandore crew, 
who then continued back to 
Swansea. 

After numerous trips as a 
second man on the now rapidly- 
introduced diesel engines, I 
became disilliusioned with the 
job and likened it to that of a 
painter/artist whose paints, 
brushes and canvas are taken 
away and replaced by a 
camera - so I left in 1965.

T ODAY’S 
subject is 
from my now 
out of print book 
Welsh Steeplechase 
Jockeys (Cwmnedd 
Press, 1993) and 
concerns the 
legendary Fulke 
Walwyn. 

Contrary to most 
racing biographies, 
National Hunt’s 
legendary Fulke Walwyn 
was bom in Wrexham 
and not Monmouthshire. 

Fulke, who rode his 
first winner at Cardiff’s 
Ely Racecourse as an 
amateur rider, has a 
record of training big 
race winners that may 
never be beaten. 

Five Cheltenham 
Gold Cups, six 
Hennessy Gold Cups, 
seven Whitbread Gold 
Cups, five victories in 
the King George V1 
Chase, two Champion 
Hurdles and a Grand 
National. 

To list all his other 
big race winners would 
be an irksome task. 

Fulke’s father, also 
named Fulke, was 
Master of the 
Monmouthshire Hunt in 
the early 1900s and like 
his father, Fulke rode in 
Welsh point-to-points 
before graduating under 
the full rules of the 
sport. 

It was probably the 
Western Mail way back 
in 1928 which gave the 
Welsh Wizard his first

1 outsider, Davy Jones, 
who had made most of 
the running, pecked 
badly at the second last 
fence causing the buckle 
of the reins to snap. 

Davy Jones’ rider, the 
hapless Anthony 
Mildway, had no way of 
steering his mount which 
ran out at the last fence. 
Reynoldstown came 
home some 12 lengths 
clear of Sir David 
Llewellyn’s Ego, ridden 
by Harry Llewellyn, 
later Sir Harry of 
Foxhunter fame. 

Although 

Reynoldstown could be 
considered a lucky 
winner, it should be 
remembered that he did 
carry 12st 21bs and that 
Fulke did well to survive 
three blunders in the 
later part of the race.
